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WILLIAM KIRKWOOD 


William Kirkwood is listed in many records of the 
Natchez court, in connection with various land claims and 


in reports of the Mississippi Supreme Court. Of all these 


sources the most information on the family of William Kirkwood 


is obtainable from the Mississippi Supreme Court report. 


The report reads as follows; 


DANIEL McINNIS v. B. F. PICKETT ET AL. 


Cite as Mississippi Report of October 1887 pp 354-357. 
From the Circuit Court of Jackson County 


Honorable S. H. Terral, Judge 


In the year 1840, William Kirkwood died intestate, 
leaving a widow, and five children, namely, Henry, Alexander, 
William R., Margaret and Nancy. On the 16th of May, 1848, 

a patent to a certain tract of land was issued to William 
Kirkwood, the deceased, by the United States government. 

And on the 20th of July 1848, a patent to a certain other 
tract of land was issued to James Baker by the United States 
government. 

In September, 1848, Henry Kirkwood conveyed all of 


his interest in his father's estate to William R. and Alexander 


Kirkwood. 

In February, 1849, Nancy Pickett (nee Kirkwood) executed 
a deed to Alexander Kirkwood, reciting that she thereby 
conveyed "all the right, title and interest I have in the 
estate of my father". 

William R. Kirkwood died in 1854, and Margaret Wells 
(nee Kirkwood) died some time thereafter. Neither of them 
were married (at the time of their death) or left any issue. 

The widow of William Kirkwood (father of William R.) 
died in 1874. , 

In January, 1872, and February, 1874, Henry Kirkwood, 
by several deeds, conveyed to his brother Alexander his 
interest in the estates of William R. and Margaret Kirkwood, 


deceased. 
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On the 20th of December, 1879, Alexander Kirkwood 
made a deed to Hohn C. Ely, purporting to convey certain 
lands therein described. 

In November, 1883, Ely deeded the same lands to Daniel 
McInnes.. 

In April, 1887, Nancy Branard (nee Pickett, nee Kirkwood) 
brought this action of ejectment to recover of McInnis 
an undivided one-third part of the land described in the 
conveyance of Ely to the defendant (McInnis), and that 
of Alexander Kirkwood to Ely. The plaintiff (Nancy Branard) 
died pending the action, and it was revived in the names 
of B. F. Pickett and others, her heirs and legal representatives. 

At the trial of this case, "it was admitted by the 
parties that William Kirkwood, deceased, is the common source 
of title and owned at his death the land in controversy". 

The facts heretofore stated were proved on the trial, and 

in addition, Alexander Kirkwood testified that he "had claimed 

and occupied and paid taxes on this land (the land in controversy) 
for more than thirty years". It was also proven that this 

land consists of above one thousand (1,000) acres of wild, 
timbered land, unfenced, except a few acres thereof. The 
defendant (McInnis) testified that he and Ely had paid 

taxes on the land since 1879. 

The plaintiffs (Pickett, et al) introduced in evidence 
the deed from Nancy Pickett (nee Kirkwood) to Alexander 
Kirkwood; and the defendant (McInnis) introduced in evidence 
the patents to William Kirkwood and James Baker, and all 
the other conveyances above referred to. The desctiption 
of the land conveyed to the defendant (McInnis) and sued for 
here does not correspond with the descriptions, in either, or 
both, of the patents put in evidence. 

The trial was by the Court, a jury being waived, and 
the judgment was to the effect that the plaintiffs (Pickett 
et al), through their mother, Nancy Branard (nee Pickett nee 
Kirkwood), deceased, are entitled to one-third of two-fifths 
(1/3 of 2/5) or two-fifteenths (2/15th) of the real estate 
of William Kirkwood, deceased, as the inheritance of their 
mother from her brother, William R. Kirkwood, deceased, and 


her 
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her sister, Margaret Wells (nee Kirkwood), deceased. 

From this judgment this defendant (McInnis) appealed. 

Justice Cambell delivered the opinion of the Court 
and said: "The record shows, "That it was admitted by the 
parties that William Kirkwood, deceased, is the common source 
of title, and owned at his death the land in controversy". 
This narrowed the controversy so as to exclude all questions 
as to the validity of the patent or the identity of the 
land it conveyed, and as to the derivation of title from 
James Baker. 

The death of William Kirkwood, before the issuance 
of the patent to him or "his legal representatives", made no 
difference as to the validity of the patent, if that was a 
question in the case. An Act of Congress of 20 May, 1836 
U.S. Stat. at Large, vol. 5, p. 31, provides for such a case 
and makes the patent enure to the heirs: 

The conveyance by the plaintiff (Nancy Branard, 
nee Pickett, nee Kirkwood) of all her "right, title and interest 
in the estate of her father, deceased", did not estop her 
from asserting her title by descent cast upon her by <e 
the subsequent death of a brother or sister who were co- 
heirs with her to her father. Any title she might subsequently 
to her conveyance acquire to the estate she conveyed would 
by our statute enure to her grantee, and she could not 
assert it. 

The estoppel is co-extensive with the estate, right 
or interest which the conveyance purports to pass. It 
_ did not purport to convey an estate which the grantor might 
at a future day derive by descent from her co-heirs. 

There is no such adverse possession shown as to protect 


the defendant (McInnis) by the statute of Limitions. 


According to the 1820 census, the household of William 
Kirkwood contained four male children, three female children, 
and two slaves ( one male and one female ). The family 
resided in Jackson County, Mississippi. William 
was shown to be over 45 years old and his wife was between 


26 and 45 years old. 
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In the 1830 census William had 5 males and 2 females 
in his household, William was shown to be between 60 and 
70 years old. The family was again living in Jackson County, 
Mississippi. 

The 1840 census recorded that the William Kirkwood 
household consisted of three males and one female. The 
female is shown to be between 40 and 50 years old. More 
than likely this is William's wife. William is between 80 
and 90 years old. 

If the information contained in these three census 
records is compared and information from later census 
records is added, further information concerning the family 
of William are discovered. When the ages given for William 
and his wife are examined, their birth years may be estimated. 
William was born around 1760 and his wife about 1790. If 


we add the 1850 census we learn the year of birth for several 


of William's children. Henry Kirkwood was born in 1815; Alexander 


in 1819; William R. in 1826 and Nancy in 1813. Now add the 
fact that in the 1900 census Alexander stated that the 
birthplaces of his parent as Scotland for William and Germany 
for his mother. Alexander also is listed as being born 
March 1819 in the 1900 census.

Most of the information obtained so far is in the U.S. 
Census records for Jackson County Mississippi. While this 
is the source for most of the facts presented here, references 
to court cases and to records found in the Secretary of 
State Registers Commission 1865-1865 are also used. 

In the 1850 census Henry Kirkwood was listed as 33 
years old, a farmer, born in Mississippi. His 25 year old 
wife, Miranda, was also born in Mississippi. Henry and 
Miranda were shown to have 4 daughters and one son. The 
names and ages of the children are: Mary E. 8 years; Margaret, 
6 years; Isabella, 4 years; Jefferson, 2 years and Sarah 
J. 7 months old, O the five children, Mary E. and Margaret 
were the only ones to attend school within the year. The 
census shows no value for real estate owned. The family 
lived in Jackson county, Mississippi. 

The 1860 census report shows Henry Kirkwood to be 49 
years old. His occupation at this time is listed as "gets 
timber". the value of his real estate is estimated to be 
$1300 and the value of his personal property to be $2000. 
This record stated that Henry Kirkwood could not read or 
write. Henry and Miranda had seven children living at hom 
(5 girls and 2 boys). The children's name and ages are: 

Mag, 16 years; Isabella, l4years; Jefferson, 12 years; 
Sarah, 10 years; Ann, 8 years; Wm. 6 years; Laura 4 years; 
Celeste, 2 years and N.L., 2 years old. Of these children, 
Mag, Isabella, Jefferson, Sarah, and Ann had attended school 
within the year. 

At the time of the 1870 census, Henry was shown to 
be 55: years old. He was the Circuit Court Clerk. Henry's 
real estate value was estimated at $2000 and his personal 
property was $500. Henry's wife, M.G., was 45 years old. 
Henry and his wife had six children living at home (4 girls 
and 2 boys). The names and ages of these children were 
Ann, 17 years; Laura, 14 years; William, 15 years; Celeste, 


10 years; Louisa, 9 years; and H. Seward, 7 years. None 
of the children attended school within the year but the 
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census shows that H. Seward could read and write. Also 
living in this household was a female named Vaughn C., 51 
years old and born in Mississippi. 

Some of this information is provided in other places. 
For instance, the fact that Henry Kirkwood was the Circuit 
Court Clerk of Jackson County, Mississippi is also contained 
in the papers of the Secretary of State Registers Commission 
1865-1869. However, information not provided in the census 
offer additional facts. The Mississippi Supreme Court case 
Daniel McInnis vs. B.F. Pickett states that Henry Kirkwood 
in September 1848, January 1872 and February 1874, by several 
deeds, conveyed his interest in his fathers estate to his 
brothers, Alexander and William R.

Jefferson Kirkwood was the son of Henry and Miranda

Most of the information concerning Jefferson Kirkwood 
and his family in the U.S. Census has been destroyed. Jefferson 
Kirkwood only appears in three census years. In the years 
1850 and 1860 Jefferson is recorded in the household of 
his father, Henry. In 1870, the wear that Jefferson Kirkwood 
married Matilda Havard, for some reason the family was unrecorded. 
The census records for the next two census years, 1880 and 
1890were destroyed by fire, Although a partially reconstructed 
record does exist for the year 1880, information on the 
Kirkwood family in Mississippi is very slight and does not 
include Jefferson Kirkwood's particular branch of the family. 
As a consequence of the destroued census reports and the 
fact that the Jackson County Court house has repeatedly 
burned, an enormous thirty year hole exists in the record 
of this family. We are, however, able to gain a fair insight 
into the life of Jefferson Kirkwood due to the completeness 
of the 1900 census from a genealogical stand point. 

According to thel900 census, Jefferson Kirkwood was 
born in March of 1845, in Mississippi. Jefferson was 55 
years old and had been married for 30 years. Jefferson's 
occupation was listed as 'a farmer'. Although the fact 
that the birthplace of Jefferrson's parents was not given, 
it may indicate the giver of the information did not know 
their birthplace. The record does not show who gave hte 
information. Jefferson's wife was named Matilda and she 
was born-.in January 1847 in Mississippi as were her parents. 
The census also showed that Matilda was the mother of 13 
children, 12 of which were still living. Of these 12 children 
still living, the census listed the following information 
on these nine: 

Laura, born July 1873 was 25 years old and a day laborer. 


William, born May 1877 was 23 years old and a day laborer. 
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Seward, born March 1882 was 18 years old and a day laborer. 
Sam, born January 1884 was 16 years old. 
Teder, born March 1884 was 16 years old. 
Secil, born March 1890 was 10 years old. 
Addie, born was 8 years old. 
Lula, born September 1894 was 6 years old. 
Lou, born September 1898 was 1 year old. 

All of these children were born in Mississippi. The 
1900 census also shows that while Jefferson Kirkwood could 
read and write, his wife Matilda could not. 

Sometime between 1900 and 1910 Jefferson Kirkwood Died. 
His wife, six children, and two of her grandchildren were 
recorded in the same house hold in the 1910 census. This 
1910 census lists Matilda as the head of the family. It 
shows Matilda to be 54 years old. The 1910 census also 
shows Matilda as the mother of 12 children, 10 of which 
were still living. The census does not list an occupation 
for Matilda, but the oldest son in the house, Seward, is 
listed as a farmer. The record also shows that Matilda 
could not read or write. The children of Matilda listed 
with her were:

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"ECHOES FROM THE PAST" 


DANIEL McINNIS v. B. F. PICKETT ET AL. 
Cite as Mississippi Report of October 1887 pp 354-357. 


From the Circuit Court of Jackson County 
Honorable S. H. Terral, Judge 


In the year 1840, William Kirkwood died intestate, leaving 
a widow, and five children, namely, Henry, Alexander, William R., 
Margaret and Nancy. On the 16th of May, 1848, a patent to a 
certain tract of land was issued to William Kirkwood, the de- 
ceased, by the United States government. And on the 20th of July 
1848, a patent to a certain other tract of land was issued to 
James Baker by the United States government. 


In September, 1848, Henry Kirkwood conveyed all of his in- 
terest in his father's estate to William R. amd Alexander Kirk- 
wood. , 


In February, 1849, Nancy Pickett (nee Kirkwood) executed 
a deed to Alexander Kirkwood, reciting that she thereby conveyed 
"all the right, title and interest I have in the estate of my 
father". 


William R. Kirkwood died in 1854, and Margaret Wells (nee 
Kirkwood) died some time thereafter. Neither of them were mar- 
ried (at the time of their death) or left any issue. 


The widow of William Kirkwood (father of William R.) died 
in 1874. 


In January, 1872, and February, 1874, Henry Kirkwood, by 
several deeds, conveyed to his brother Alexander his interest 
in the estates of William R. and Margaret Kirkwood, deceased. 


On the 20th of December, 1879, Alexander. Kirkwood made a 
deed to John C. Ely, purporting to convey certain lands therein 
described. * 


In November, 1883, Ely deeded the same lands to Daniel 
McInnes. 


In April, 1887, Nancy‘Branard (nee Pickett, nee Kirkwood) 
brought this action of ejectment to recover of McInnis an un- 
divided one-third part of the land described in the conveyance 
of Ely to the defendant (McInnis), and that of Alexander Kirk- 
wood to Ely. The plaintiff (Nancy Branard) died pending the ac- 
tion, and it was revived in the names of B. F. Pickett and 
others, her heirs and legal representatives. 


At the trial of this case, "it was admitted by the parties 
that William Kirkwood, deceased, is the common source of title 
and owned at his death the land in controversy". The facts here- 
tofore stated were proved on the trial, and, in addition, Alex- 
ander Kirkwood testified that he "had claimed and occupied and 
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paid taxes on this land (the land in controversy) for more than 
thirty years". It was also proven that this land consists of 
above one thousand (1,000) acres of wild, timbered land, unfen- 
ced, except a few acres thereof. The defendant (McInnis) testi- 
fied that he and Ely had paid taxes on the land since 1879. 


The plaintiffs (Pickett, et al) introduced in evidence the 
deed from Nancy Pickett (nee Kirkwood) to Alexander Kirkwood; and 
the defendant (McInnis) introduced in evidence the patents to 
William Kirkwood and James Baker, and all the other conveyances 
above referred to. The description of the land conveyed to the 
defendant (McInnis) and sued for here does not correspond with 
the descriptions, in either, or both, of the patents put in evi- 
dence. 


The trial was by the Court, a jury being waived, and the 
judgment was to the effect, that the plaintiffs (Pickett et al), 
through their mother, Nancy Branard (nee Pickett nee Kirkwood), 
deceased, are entitled to one-third of two-fifths (1/3 of 2/5) 
or two-fifteenths (2/15th) of the real estate of William Kirk- 
wood, deceased, as the inheritance of their mother from her bro- 
ther, William R. Kirkwood, deceased, and her sister, Margaret 
Wells (nee Kirkwood), deceased. 


From this judgment the defendant (McInnis) appealed. 
Justice Campbell delivered the opinion of the Court and said: 


"The record shows "That it was admitted by the parties that 
William Kirkwood, deceased, is the common source of title, and 
owned at his death the land in controversy". This narrowed the 
controversy so as to exclude all questions as to the validity 
of the patent or the identity of the land it conveyed, and as to 
the derivation of title from James Baker. 


The death of William Kirkwood, before the issuance of the 
patent to him or "his legal representatives", made no difference 
as to the validity of the patent, if that was a question in the 
case. An Act of Congress of 20 May, 1836, U. S. Stat. at Large, 
vol. 5, p. 31, provides for such a case and makes the patent 
enure to the heirs. 


The conveyance by the plaintiff (Nancy Branard, nee Pickett, 
nee Kirkwood) of all her "right, title and interest in the estate 
of her father, deceased", did not estop her from asserting her 
title by descent cast upon her by the subsequent death of a bro- 
ther or sister who were co-heirs with her to her father. Any 
title she might subsequently to her conveyance acquire ‘to the 
estate she conveyed! would by our statute enure to her grantee, 
and she could not assert it. 


The estoppel is co-extensive with the estate, right or in- 
terest which the conveyance purports to pass. It did not pur- 


sto np A i tn 
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port to convey an estate which the grantor might at a future 
day derive by descent from her co-heirs. 


There is no such adverse possession shown as to protect 
the defendant (McInnis) by the statute of Limitations. 


AFFIRMED." 


The above case is presented here because it does go 
far back in time to a very large grant or grants of lands 
that were owned by one person, William Kirkwood. The lands 
consisting of 1,000 acres is, perhaps, still in the families 
involved in this law suit. 


Further, it certainly provides any descendants of the Kirk- 
wood and Pickett lines with proof positive of their relatives, 
but unfortunately never states the name of the wife of William 
Kirkwood. 


The value of civil records, that is, land deeds, wills, 
Marriages (this would predate any known existing records in 
Jackson county of civil cases due to the latter burning of the 
courthouse and all records therein), court cases, etc., cannot 
be overstated. 


It is admitted that this particular case is a bit unique 
from most cases reported in the Journals, in that it does in 


detail set forth descendency as well as marriages and child- 
dren, if any, of the children of William Kirkwood.

Kirkwood, Henry 


There are no grave markers there, they are thought to be buried in Zion Methodist 
Church Cemetery, located on Jamestown Road near where Jamestown Road and Elder 
Ferry Road intersect. The (obit) notation after Maranda's name indicates that the 


death date came from an obituary. 


The "Whittington" after Maranda's name is in italics in the book, indicating that 
this information is "added" information, meaning that the editors of the book added 
this information due to their personal knowledge from research. 


I must note here that I looked her obit up in the newspaper microfilm and the date 
of the obit was 11-3-1899 - but it only says that she was "laid to rest in Zion 
Cemetery on Sunday evening." It doesn't give an actual date of death. So that is 
apparently the date given in the Cemetery book, above - the date that the obit 


appeared in the newspaper. 


According to the Kirkwood files: 

Most information in the Kirkwood file agrees that Henry seems to have been born 
about 1815-1817 in Mississippi (this from census records). I've found nothing 
listing a death date for him. His parents are believed to be William and Elizabeth 
Kirkwood. William died 1840 in Jackson Co, MS. Elizabeth, born about 1787 in 
Kentucky, died 1874 in Jackson Co, MS. No marriage dates on either Henry or 
William. As I'm sure you may know, our Jackson Co Courthouse burned several times, 
so there are no marriage records for Jackson Co prior to 1875. No wife other than 
Maranda is mentioned in the files. 


I hope that this helps.
